A TEN FOOT SALAD GARDEN 


AMBASSADOR TO ATTEND.

.(National Garden Bureau) 


For small places, nothing in 
the 


gardening line will give more satis- 
faction than a salad garden. Ten 
foot gardens will give a fine supply 
of green salad material with little 
trouble. 


A ten foot square with a fence on 


either side, a corner of the yard, 
mades as ideal site for a salad gar- 
deni provided it has plenty of sun, 
the fences being utilized for training 
tomatoes vines or cucumber vines to 
economize space. 


Rich soil with plenty of water is 


the main thing needed, as salads are 
best when given fast growth to pro- 
mote tenderness. 
.Slow growth due 


to poor soil and dry conditions give 
tough salad material and a salad de- 
pends upon 
its freshness and 
its 


crispness if it is an attractive ar- 
ticle of diet. 


Lettuce is the main standby for a 


salad crop. but it can be supple- 
mented by other salad plants which 
are not well known, but deserving of 
better 
acquaintance. 
The endives, 


curly and French, are forging . into 
popularity, particularly the latter. 


The corn salad 
and the creases 


are good variants when lettuce is 
out of season in the garden. 


Let us consider a plot ten feet 


square. In the back row. against a 
fence, say, plant ten tomato plants 
two feet apart. They can be trained 
to sinfle stems against the fence or 
with stakes. 
Between 
the 
tomato 


plants early in spring a row of let- 
tuce can be growing before the wea- 
ther is suitable to put out the toma- 
toes. If desired, a ro-n- of tomatoes 
might'also be planted along another 
side, reserving two sides for cucum- 
rners trained on chicken wire fenc- 
ing or on home made frames. 


A later planting of lettuce may 


•be made in row No. 2 a foot from 
the tomatoes. When the second row 
of lettuce is used up, a fine salac 
vegetable, 
although a root, crop, 


might be planted next, raising the 
plants in a box to have them ready 
bo transplant when the. soil is ready 


eelerac or turnip rooted celery. It 


takes the same culture as celery, 
but as its root' is the edible portion 
it needs no blanching. Tjhe roots are 
boiled-and sliced and served cold with 
French salad dressing and are much 
liked by people who know this veg- 
etable. 
The roots may be kept in 


sand in the cellar or even in a dry 
state for some time. Celerac only 
recently has come into the winter 
market and is now frequently found 
French endive, chicory, or witloof, 
in Chicago grocery houses. 
: 


In Row 4, 
another root crop, 


as it is verionsly known, may be 
grown. 
Tliis needs all summer's 


growth and then the roots are taken 
up and placed in sand in the cellar 
or, in boxes of earth. The salad 
part is the blanched bunch of leaves 
that grows from the roots in the 
darkness of a cellar. It is a vege- 
table of the easiest growth and man-: 
agement and always fairly expen- 
sive in the market. It 4s one of the 
most popular market salads. 


Curly endive for Row No. 5 may- 


be sown in Jnne for fall salads fol- 
lowing a crop of Romaine lettuce.

easy to grow and likely to be a fav- 
orite, the cress. The garden cresses, 
particularly the upland or upright 
variety, have the same piquant taste 
that makes the better knows water 
cress an appetizing salad. The up- 
right cress is a binennial and is at 
its best'in the fall. 
The common 


ga'rden cress is an annual of quicker 
growth, but.not so fine of flavor. -A 
succession of it runs up to seed in 
a hurry when it 
has made a 
leaf 


growth. 


The beauty of, a small-salad gar- 


den is that .it can be tended more 
carefully than a larger plot and kept 
watered. 
With cucumbers and to- 


matoes on the sides and the rota- 
tion suggested,, salads .from spring 
until fall and'over part of the win- 
ter at least'may be grown.
